New Liquor Hours 
Okehed By Court 


An injunction suit by four 
Glades liquor establishment own- 
ers to nullify a uniforn hour regu- 
lation adopted May 26 by the 
County Commission, was dismissed 
in circuit court here Monday by 
Judge Joseph S. White when he 
ruled that the "complaint is with- 
out equity," and that the action 
of the county board was “entirely 
proper." 

Complying with a request by the 
city councils of Belle Glade, Pa- 
hokee and South Bay, the County 
Commission adopted a resolution 
providing that suburban liquor 
places in the western section of 
the county may remain open daily 
from^8 a.m. to 12 midnight, ex- 
cept on Saturdays they may re- 
maim open to 1 a. m. Sunday, but 
must close at that hour for the re- 
mainder of Sunday.

“soñj Ben C. Rogers and W. D. 


Glennon, the four liquor store 
owners in suburban districts, al 
leged that the regulation was dis- 
criminatory and unconstitutional 
on grounds that the county board 
could not arbitrarily set certain 
hours in one p: of the county 
and other hours in other areas. 
The section affected lies west of 
a north-south line at 20-Mile Bend. 
In his order dismissing the suit, 
Judge White stated that the mig- 
ratory labor situation in tlie Glades 
is a .préper condition for consid- 
eration in such legal actions. . 

' "It seems entirely reasonoble 
and proper that different hours of 
Selling intoxicating’ beverages be 
established for that area than in 
the metropolitan areas making up 
the eastern section of the county,” 
Judge White stated in his order. 

Opponents of the new regula- 


tion previously told the County| 


Commission that the stricter hours 
would lead to widespread boot-

The prímary duty of this detach- 
ment stationed at Canal Point will 
be to cover training operations of 
2156th and 12th Air Rescue Squad- 
rons of Palm Beach International 
Airport. These operations will in- 
clude night and day practice water

training. In addition the crash 
boat will be available for civilian 
rescue operations in the lake.
